LONDON, Sept. 6 (AP).— Winston 
Churchill, First Lord of the Admir- 
alty, told the House of Commons to- 


day that 125 passengers on the Brit- 
ish liner Athenia, sunk Sunday 
night, were still unaccounted for. 

Churchill added, however, that “it 
is still possible that a number” of 
the missing might be aboard a 
Swedish yacht. (the Southern Cross, 
which reported she had assisted in 
the rescue). 

He asserted that a submarine tor- 
pedoed the liner and that it after- 
ward “came to the surface and 
fired a shell which exploded on the 
middle deck.” 

“IT regret to inform the House,” 
he said, “that the disaster may 
prove to be of greater magnitude 
than was indicated by earlier re- 
ports.” 

Churchill said there were 1418 
|persons aboard the liner when she 
|sailed—315 in the crew and 1103 
passengers, including approximate- 
ly 300 Americans.

Weather experts attending the 
Internationa! Union of Geodesy and 
Geophysics said today that echoes) 
of the sound from the guns are re- 
flected back to the earth over long 
distances. These echoes from the 
clouds furnish a direct measure- 
ment of cloud heights and effects 
in causing rain, snow or clear 
weather. 

By noting these echoes and co- 
ordinating them with the exact 
time a bombardment starts, weather 
observers can learn the exact) 
nature of the clouds and invisible 
layers of air overhead. 

Weather conditions in such lay- 
ers have pockets and peaks which 
cannot be found ordinarily through 
echo soundings, because it is im- 
possible in peace time to finance 
the cost of firing off large masses 
of explosives.

Wholesalers and retailers gave 
‘warning that unless the public 
ceased buying in large quantities, 
prices would advance to unneces- 
sarily high levels, with the possibil- 
ity 6f collapsing and leaving many 
persons with heavy stocks of high- 
priced food. One retail executive 
said his own firm was not contrib- 
uting to the “panic,” adding that 
no “honest firm would stimulate re- 
tail sales in the face of the present 
abundance of food. supplies.”

I couldn’t 
see to collect anything, not even my 
life jacket. I found my way out 
of my cabin and started the strug- 
gle to get on deck. 

“I had in mind a general impres- 
sion of wrecked distorted steel 
work and splintered wood, an aw- 
ful sound of rushing water and al- 
most overpowering fumes. As I 
made my way to the deck, I en- 
countered at many points the bodies 
of those who must have been killed 
in the explosion. 

“When I reached the deck, the 
‘scene was remarkable order. Those 
\who could made their way to their

Dr. Dowson Back Home.

Apparently this isn’t 
generally known, due to Nazi ef- 
forts to cover up. Prague was the 
only city from which we were 
barred,” 

The party visited Germany, En- 
gland, France,. Russia, Hungary, 
Rumania, Poland and Switzerland. 

Describes Trip on Queen Mary.

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BUND CLUBHOUSE 
ON THE MERANE 
RAZED BY FIRE 


Frame Building Just East 
of Lemay Ferry Road 
Bursts Into Flames Short- 
ly Before Midnight. 


Fire destroyed the Meramec 
River clubhouce of the German- 
American Bund, the American Nazi 
group, last night, causing damage 
estimated at avout $4000. 

Members of thy organization had 
spent the Labor day week end at 
the club, which ‘3 jusi east of Le- 
may Ferry road, but apparently 
there was no one there when neigh- 
bors suddenly noticed the frame 
building in flames shortly before 
midnight. 

The Mehlville Volunteer Fire De- 
partment responded, but was able 


to do little except keep adjoining 
wooden buildings from burning. 
The roof of an adjacent clubhouse 
caught tire momentarily, but it was 
soon extinguished. 

There was nothing left of the 
Bund club this morning. In the 
ashes firemen found a 50-gallon 
drum which had contained oil or 
some similar fuel. Fire Chief Rob- 
ert J. Manley of Mehlville said that 
drum apparently was used to store 
the fuel. 

Manley said a woman living in a 
nearby house told him she noticed 
a large puff of smoke and then 
suddenly saw the building burst into 
flames. Screens were found about 
50 feet from the building, indicating 
there may have been an explosion. 

The clubhouse, a six-room struc- 
ture on wooden stilts, was acquired 
by the Bund in 1937, when the group 
was expanding here under the lead- 
ership of Anton Kessler, who has 
since returned to Germany. It was 
used almost exclusively on week 
ends. o 

Called “Camp Deutsch-Horst,” it 
formerly had a swastika painted 9n 
the front, but this emblem was re. 
moved some months ago. Title to 
the property was held in the name 
of six members of the organization.

In Poland; American Reporter 
Describes Tour of German Front 


Invaders Fired on From Houses and Fields— 
“Polish Women Fight Like Tigers,” Says

WITH THE GERMAN ARMY 
OF THE EAST, Sept. 6 (AP).—The 
greatest single difficulty encoun- 
tered by the German army in its 
drive on Poland has been sniping 
by Polish civilians, this correspon- 
dent was told on a visit to the 
front. 

As a result, a roundup of all 
civilian males of arms-bearing age 
has been ordered in conquered sec- 
tions of Polish Silesia. 

The snipers include women and 
bovs. “Polish women,” an officer 
said, “fight like tigers.” 

The officer who explained the im- 
portance of the sniping said that 
gunfire from hcuses in this South- 
western Polish town of Czestochowa 
on Monday cost the lives of a Ger- 
man Captain, several Lieutenants 
and an undisclosed number of pri- 
vates. 

Sniping had been resumed yes- 
terday morning in Czestochowa, and 
I saw 30 men conducted to the 
City Hall—now a German com- 
mandery—as among those believed 
to be guilty of attacks. The officer 
and I followed them. 

Outside City Hall I saw a soldier 
on guard under a big tree where lay 
the body of a Lieutenant, his boots 
sticking from under a straw mat. 
A scabbard and blade lying crossed 
over the mat spoke eloquently of

a huge crowd of Polish worship- 
pers attending mass. Some—both 
men and women—lay prostrate, 
kissing the marble floor, — their 
hands extended. Among them were 
many sobbing women. 
_ My military escort and I had

ARMS EMBARGO 


PROCLAMATION: 


Document Bars Shipment 
to Belligerents of Seven 
Categories of Arms and 
War Equipment. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt end Secretary 
of State Hull signed the arms em- 


bargo proclamation last night. It 
forbade forthwith the shipment of 
seven categories of arms, ammuni- 
tions, aircraft, mustard gas, and 
other implements of war direct to a 
belligerent or to any other country 
for trans-shipment to the warring 


nations. 


This, for one thing, automatically 
stopped the carrying out of Ameri- 
can contracts by Great Britain and 
France for more than 1200 planes. 
About half the orders have been 
filled. 

Capt. Pirie, British air attache, 
said that Great Britain would not 
cancel the unfilled orders, as there 
was the possibility that Congress 
might modify the Neutrality Act to 
permit the shipment of airplanes, 
or that Great Britain might ‘sell 
the planes elsewhere. 

Status ef Canada. 

Until Canada formally enters the 
war—its Parliament meets tomor- 
row—officials said arms and mu- 
nitions still could be shipped to 
that country but only for its own 
use. Trans-shipment to Britain

UT of the Maginot Line, 
France’s formidable defensive 
system, fronting Germany, 
French soldiers are emerging to 
feel out the West wall, built by 
Hitler as a rival to the great 
French fortifications. It is by an 
ironic twist of fate that the regi- 
ments of France cannot await Ger- 
man onslaughts behind the massive 
ramparts of their famous line, in- 
stead of having to attack the 
Western ramparts of the. Reich. 
But, while they are attacking, they 
can give rein to the comforting 
thought that, if Hitler succeeds in 
destroying Poland and releasing 
the bulk of his army fora drive 
in the West, it will have to hurl 
itself against defénses which are 
as near to impregnability as hu- 
man ingenuity can make them.

Guy Shultz, squared-jaw little 
man whose sombrero fits him as 
naturally as a baseball cap suits 
Pepper Martin, swears he’s telling 
the truth when he says that his 
career as a rodeo rider was cut 
short and his career as a trainer 
of horses opened up only when his 
hip was fractured in a fall at 
Cheyenne, Wyo., back ‘in 1924. 

“T was winning a lot of prizes as 
rodeo champion in those days,” 
explained “uy. “I was champion of 
the show at Fort Worth in 1921 and 
that was considered the same as 
world champion in those days. I 
had been winning the big prize at 
Chicago’s lakeside rodeo, at Madi- 
son Square Garden, New York, and 
then at London where the show was 
put on by Tex Austin, sponsored 
by the Prince of Wales. So, when 
I came back from London in 1924 
I had no intention of quitting the 
game. If that horse hadn’t fallen 
on me while I was doing a bull- 
dogging trick at Cheyenne, I prob- 
ably would have remained in the 
game as a manager or promoter of 
some sort.” 

Was Born on a Ranch. 


Guy Shultz is a familiar figure 
at Fairmount Park. He has been 
saddling winners at the track across 
the river for several seasons and 
he came up with another one yes- 


here know that he is an excep- 
tional trainer. They may not know 
that he is a born borseman, a native 
of Marland, Ok., where he was 
born 42 years ago on a stock farm 
which was part of the Miller Broth- 
ers’ 101 Ranch. Guy’s father had 
an interest in the stock he raised 
for the Miller ranch. 

“IT can’t remember being so small 
I couldn’t ride a horse,” said Guy 
yesterday as he sat in the grand- 
stand watching the third race. “I 
got so used to the saddle that when 
I was 12 years old, I won a big 
prize in a county fair at Marland. 
Most of the fellows I competed 
with shipped right out to Hollywood 
to go into the movies as cowboys. 
And they were real ranch hands, 
too, and among them were a couple 
you may have heard of: Buck Jones 
and Tom Mix. There were 35 in 
that crowd that left Marland and 
in the bunch were two of my broth- 
ers, Grover and Clarence. I was 
the youngest of seven brothers, too 
young, they thought, to go so far 
rom home. But I guess I was do- 
ing pretty well as a rider because 
I won a lot more prizes than any 
of the others.” 

Guy’s eyes twinkle as he tells 
about startling the rodeo world with 
a new stunt. He introduced on 
the big time the trick of bull-dog- 
ging a buffalo. 

“Tom Mix came back to the 
ranch from California to get some 
pictures of a cowboy leaping from 
the back of a horse onto the neck 
of a buffalo and bringing the ani- 
mal to earth. Well, we killed three 
buffalo, ran them to death, trying 
to get those pictures and still Mix 
went back to California without the 
shot. When they were gone, an 
old Negro ranch hand, Bill Pickett, 
went out with me into the buffalo 
park and practiced at the stunt un- 
til I had perfected it. Pickett was 
credited by rodeo men with having 
created the stunt. I put it over at 
the shows. Got $1000 per toss for 
three tosses in a nine-day show at 
Chicago.” 

Guy didn’t walk away from that 
kind of money.

That put me into the rac- 
ing game up to my ears and here I 
am, traveling with three of my six 
brothers, Walter, Will and Floyd, 
winning a race now and then at 
Fairmount Park. 

“At the time it happened, I felt 
awful glum about getting my hip 
broke, but I’m not sure now but it 
was the best thing that could have 
‘happened. I might have kept play- 
ing with steers’ horns until one of 
them broke my neck.”

OR QUIT PARTY, 
BROWDER SAYS 


{Communist Asserts Agree- 


ments Made in Moscow 
Become Decisions of Or- 
ganization. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AP).— 
Earl Browder, leader of the Ameri- 
can Communist party, told the Dies 
Committee today that members of 
the party must agree with decisions 
of the Communist Internationale or 
“part company” with it. 

Questioned at length about the 
relationship between the party in 
this country and international] head- 
quarters in Russia, Browder re- 
peatedly asserted that decisions of 
the central organization are regard- 
ed here as “voluntary agreements.” 

Representative Dies (Dem.), 
Texas, chairman of the House In- 
quiry into Un-American Actvities, 
asked: “All Communist parties 
meet throuhg delegates in Moscow, 
consider policies and tactics, en- 
ter an agreement and those agree- 
ments become decisions of the Com- 
munist party?” That’s. right,” 
Browder replied. 

“And they become obligatory?” 
“Those decisions become obligatory 
in that they have the force of 
moral persuasion and if you don’t 
agree you get out.” 

Non-Aggression Pact. 

J. B. Matthews, the committee’s 
chief investigator, developed testi- 
mony from Browder that party 
leaders in the United States “urged 
very strongly” that members be- 
come familiar with a history of the 
Communist party of Russia. 

“Would you expel a member for 
criticising the Nazi-Soviet non-ag- 
gression pact?” asked Matthews. 
“Such criticism,” replied Browder, 
“would show a serious lack of und- 
erstanding of political considera- 
tions and a serious disregard of 


the national interests of America,

Browder’s statement came _  dur- 
ing questioning by Rhea Whitley, 
committee counsel, who asked if 
Communist officials traveled un- 
der false passports. 

Browder said it had been done, 


‘|but without the party’s knowledge 


or approval. 

Browder, led through a long ex- 
planation. of Communist party ac- 
tivities in the United States by 
Whitley, testified: 

That it contributed $36,000 last 
year to Communist parties in Ger- 
many, Cuba, the Philippine Islands, 
Mexico, Spain, China, Chile and 
Ireland. 

That Communist ballots prevent- 
ed New York State from electing 
a Republican Governor last fall. 

That Communists believe that 
eventually there will come a 
breakdown in the United States’ 
economic system, at which time 
they will be in a position to win a 
majority of the voters to their 
cause. 

That he sees nothing communis- 
tic or socialistic in the New Deal. 

Asked the purpose of Commu- 
nism, Browder said: “We want to 
see the time when America will 
have all of its industries the prop- 
erty of the American people as a 
whole.”

The act, however, does not prohibit the shipment 
of other types of supplies to the warring countries.

other commodities, sending them to the warring na- 
| tions and: sending them, moreover, in American ships 
through submarine-infested waters. 

As originally written, the Neutrality Act included 
a cash-and-carry clause. This clause authorized the 
| President, after he had proclaimed the arms embargo, 
to issue a further proclamation prohibiting American 
| vessels from carrying to belligerent countries articles 
‘and materials, in addition to arms, that he might 
| specify. These articles and materials could be pur- 
_chased by belligerents on our shores, but they were 
to be paid for and carried away in ships flying flags 
other than ours. 

If such ships were torpedoed, captured or destroyed, 
we would have had no responsibility for them. In other 
words, there would have been no incitement to war, 
no infringement upon American rights, no loss of 
American lives or property. 

But the cash-and-carry clause has been permitted 
to expire and the last Congress, despite the urging 
of Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary Hull, declined to con- 
| sider its re-enactment or any other phase of the Neu- 
‘ trality Act. The showdown came in July, when the 

Senate Foreign Relations Committee, by a vote of 
12 to 11, placed the administration’s revision pro- 
' gram on the shelf. 

| Expiration of the cash-and-carry clause leaves | 


| the Neutrality Act without its most important provi- 
‘sion. As the sinking of the Athenia showed, any- 
| thing can now be expected on the high seas. If a 
‘series of American merchantmen is sunk, the agita- 
tion for war—both from selfish and unselfish sources 
—will be augmented. 

From that standpoint, the term “Neutrality”’ Act is 
a grievous misnomer. It is a misnomer, too, in re- 
spect to the arms embargo provision, because that 
provision favors Germany against the Allies. Under 
ordinary practice of international law, both Germany 
and the Allies would be privileged to buy munitions 
from a neutral country like ours at their own risk. 

Russia, for example, recently announced that, de- 
spite the non-aggression pact with Germany, it held 
itself free to sell supplies to both sides. 

We have deliberately abridged our rights as a 
neutral by the arms embargo and, in so doing, have 
favored Germany because British and French control 
of the seas makes it possible for them to trade with 
us, while Germany cannot do so. "e 

One of the effects of the arms embargo appar- 
ently will be to make it impossible for American 
manufacturers to ship 1400 fighting planes now be- 
ing built in this country for Britain and France, 

The sampling of public opinion since the war 
broke out indicates that the American: people, while 
their sympathies are with the democracies against 
Hitlerism, are definitely interested in sitting on the 
sidelines. They do not want to become involved in 
the war, yet the absence of the cash-and-carry provi- 
sion opens a huge field for mischief-making inci- 
dents. They do not want Hitler to win, yet the 
Neutrality Act denies England and France the right 
to purchase arms and munitions here which might 
be essential to victory and which we could sell with- 
out sacrificing a jot or tittle of our neutrality, 

It is a strange and disturbing situation. Why 
would it not be sensible and prudent to put arms 
and all other materials on a cash-and-carry basis? 
Why not return, in other words, to the traditional 
role of a neutral in wartime, with the restriction 
that all materials and supplies sent to warring coun- 
tries be carried in ships of foreign registry after 
cash has been laid on the barrel-head? 

Time is pressing. War profiteers will be eager 
‘to cash in. Submarines are prowling. And before 
'us is the lesson of the World War, which we en- 
|tered to a large extent because of German raids 
on ships flying our flag. 
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TWO ACTS OF JUSTICE. 

Apologists for Hitler now fall back on the “injus- 
tices” of the Versailles Treaty, which, they say, Hit- 
ler has undertaken to correct. 

The Versailles Treaty contained two notable acts of 
_justice. One was the recognition of Czecho-Slovakia, 
a republic uniting two peoples that ‘had been under 
| the yoke of Germanic Austria, but which—the Czechs 
or Bohemians in particular—had a historic title to 
racial nationality. 

| The other great act of justice in the Versailles 
|Treaty, which followed a demand of President Wil- 
| son’s Fourteen Points, was the re-creation of a free 
| Poland, with access to the sea through territory his- 
| torically Polish—Pomorze, now called the Corridor. 


| Hitler, at Munich, destroyed the first of these 


two most worthy achievements of Versailles. In his 
_endeavor to destroy the second, he has brought war 
-upon Europe and the world. 
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A NEW CHANCE FOR LATIN AMERICAN TRADE. 

One important thing Adolf Hitler has sacrificed 
by precipitating a European war is his country's 
rapidly growing trade with Latin America. Obviously, 
the Allied blockade of Germany will make filling’ 
of orders impossible. Imperial Germany lost out in 
the trade race in similar fashion, and years of as- 
siduous salesmanship after the war were required 
‘to rebuild it. The Nazi propagandists may remain 
‘in the Western Hemisphere, but they can no longer 
'be of any help to German business interests. 
The United States is moving to seize the oppor- 
‘tunity by increasing its exports to replace the made- 
in-Germany products. President Roosevelt yester- 
day discussed the matter with Edward J. Noble, 
Acting Secretary of Commerce, and it is announced 
steps in this direction will soon be undertaken. 

German trade in this hemisphere had been increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds in the last few years, as 
barter agreements and export subsidies came into 
play. The United States still led in sales, but Ger- 
many had passed Britain, and was selling. more 
‘products each year. This increase was a matter 
of coneern to both business and the Government, 
particularly since propaganda against this country 
went hand in hand with Nazi trade expansion. 

Mr. Noble warns of ofe danger. During the last 
war, there were complaints from Latin America that 


and quality reduced. For American business men 
to take advantage of the situation in this way would 
be most short-sighted. The Fuehrer has handed them 
a chance to make customers and to advance this 
country’s good-neighbor policy. It should be pressed

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him of official misconduct, the State Supreme Court

Attorney-General McKittrick to proceed against lax 
law enforcement officers throughout Missouri, 

Because the term of office in which the miiscon- 
duct was charged has now expired and because he 
has in the meantime been re-elected, Wymore’s ten- 
ure, will not be affected by the high court’s order. 
But this does not mitigate the blistering indictment 
leveled at him. . He has been “guilty of failure faith- 
fully to demean himself in office”; “he is under the 
ruthless and withering influence of evil men” and

GERMANY’S PARACHUTE TROOPS. 

During the last several years there have been many 
articles and pictures dealing with the Russian and 
German development of dropping infantrymen and 
even small artillery pieces and whippet tanks from 
airplanes. In 1936, for example, foreign military 
attaches saw 1200 men, 150 machine guns and 18 
field guns carried 100 miles in planes and dropped 
on an airdrome behind the simulated enemy’s front. 
The parachute force assembled and routed the defend- 
ers within eight minutes after leaving the planes, 

Capt. Liddell Hart, British military expert, com- 
mented that the “parachute stroke” has possibilities 
which it “would be foolish to underrate.” He added 
that the indirect strategic influence might be far 
greater than actual results on the field. Just a few 
months ago, a high British Army officer wrote a 
magazine article in which he suggested that Germany 
might even attempt a sudden aerial invasion of 
Britain before war was declared. A large part of 
the imagined Scheme included the landing by night | 
of machine gunners and of dynamiters to wreck 
bridges, power plants, railroads, airdromes and ¢om- 
munication lines. 

Now stories are being received of German para- 
chute troops descending in isolated Polish points 
to do all the military damage possible. According 
to military law, all combatants must be in their own 
uniform or be subject to death upon capture. War- 
saw dispatches tell today of German parachutists who 
landed behind the lines in Polish uniform and. were 
sentenced to death. Service in the parachute corps 
must be decidedly hazardous. In fact, it would seem 
that here is a form of war service that is more en- 
titled to designation as “the suicide battalion” than 
is duty in the machine gun outfits.. In time there 
should be some highly interesting accounts dealing 
with the strategic value of parachute troops and with 
their individual adventures. Those who maintain 
there is nothing new in warfare already are refuted. 
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UNWILLINGLY TO WAR. 

European dispatches of August, 1914, told of cheet- 
ing crowds, of soldiers marching jauntily to war with 
flowers thrust Jn their rifle barrels, of widespread 
rejoicing in various countries over the prospect of 
settling matters with a traditional enemy. No such 
details are included in the reports of September, 1939. 
There is no enthusiasm in the air today, but rather 
a spirit of grim determination to do an unwelcome 
job. The total impression, as correspondents describe 
it, is one of stolid and fatalistic resignation. 

Even at the fronts, this atmosphere seems to pre- 
vail. According to one account, French and German 
soldiers, facing each other across the Rhine, have put 
up signs reading: “We won't shoot if you don't, 
shoot.” The failure of any major military action to 
develop thus far bears out the general impression of 
hesitation. Even the actual fighting on the Polish 
front bears mo comparison, on either side, to the ter- 
ritic onslaught and the heroic defense witnessed at 
‘IAege and Namur, Belgium, in the first days of the 
previous conflict.

In the sec- 
ond place, the existence of an Italian army 
on a war footing would mean that some 
700,000 or 800,000 French troops, or more, 
would be ‘immobilized from warfare against 
Germany having to remain as a protec- 
tive force along the Italian border

‘CAMBRIDGE, Mass. Sept. 6 
(AP). —Declaring the laws of evolu- 
ships in the long run, a University 


tion for conflict is as out of pro- 
portion as the oversized tusks of 
the extinct sabre-toothed tiger.” 

“The other product of totalitar- 
ianism, isolation,” said Prof. Ralph 
W. Gerard, “is also a drawback 


from the evolutionary standpoint. 
Isolation of animal stocks has al- 
ways stagnated their evolution, and 
its consequences are even more 
drastic at the idea level of human 
organizational evolution.” 

The anti-intellectualism of the 
dictatorship nations, Gerard de- 
clared in an address before the 


International Congress for the 
Unity of Science, “corresponds to 
an attempt to get along without 
its brain by an animal.” 

As opposed to the philosophy of 
dictatorships, he told his American 
and European colleagues at the 
session, held at Harvard Univer- 
sity, democracies “permit groups 
within themselves to try activities 
not necessarily in accordance with 
the actions of the central govern. 
ment, 

“This freedom gives democratic 
governments the advantages of liv- 
ing organisms in evolution. Living 
organisms deploy in many experi- 
mental ways while but a few of the 
resultant forms survive the test of 
adequate adaptation. Natural se- 
lection passes only the most suc- 
cessful products through its 
sieve.” 

At both the animal and govern- 
mental levels, he continued, “rule 
by force rather than by consent 
gives an unstable organism” and 
“complete acceptance of the ethic 
that might makes right is a rever~ 
sion to a superseded and so, pre- 
sumably, less adaptive stage on the 
evolution of human and socifi] mor- 
ality.” 

But, while he called the dictator- 
ships outmoded, he said there al- 
ways is the danger that an in- 
crease in their material power by 
technological achievement “might 
lead to the disruption of the rest 
of the world.” 

“Cro-Magnon man was exter 
minated by a seemingly inferior 
race,” he said, “and vandals might 
destroy civilization again as they 
once did.”

Next morning 
Hines and I went to the police 
property custodian, then we saw 
an assistant corporation counsel 
at the city’s law office, and after 
various meetings and discussions 
we figured out a way to do it. 

Larry Carney and Schultz made 
affidavits that the money was not 
Schultz's, but Carney’s. We got 
these approved at the corporation 
counsel's office, and Schultz got 
his dough. It was as simple as 
that, with Hines helping. When 
the Federal people found out about 
it the money had been gone for 
months. 

In gratitude for this the Dutch- 
man gave Hines a very beautiful 
piece of tapestry, which hung for 
years in Hines’ home; It was 
draped from a sort of spear that 
hung against the wall.

Hines at this time 
was on the Dutchman's policy- 
racket payroll for $1000 a week, 
later cut to $500 when times got 
hard. 

I couldn’t tell at the trial that I 
was giving Hines money, too. 
Hines needed more, but the Dutch- 
man was a tightwad and wouldn't 
give a penny more than $500 a 
week, so I put up an equal amount 
out of my pocket without even tell- 
ing Schultz. I also paid the res- 
taurant bill and bought the fight 
tickets on Friday nights, when 
Hines entertained parties of judges, 
politicians and big business men. 

I cultivated Jimmy Hines right 


from the beginning. I soon learned | 


that to run an organized mob 
you’ve got to have’a politician. 
You have heard about the sus- 
pected link between organized 
crime and. politics. Well, 1 became 
the missing link. 

This tie-up is the one big funda- 
mental fact in this story of my 
years in the underworld. When I 
say underworld Idon’t mean just 
the Dutch Schultz mob of New 
York. The Schultz mob was 
broken up by a massacre in Octo- 
ber, 1935; it was one of the Jast 
strong independent organizations 
to stand up against a consolida- 
tion of underworld power which 
today exists as a nation-wide fab- 
ric of interlocking mobs. 

It is the same underworld, all 
linked together, whether you are in 
New York or Philadelphia, Boston, 
Chicago, Cleveland, Detroit, Kansas 
City, New Orleans, Miami, the Twin 
Cities, Reno, Los Angeles, or any 
of the towns between where they 
have gambling, narcotics, labor 
rackets or any kind of organized 
crime. When there are jewel thefts 
or bank robberies, the loot finds its 
way into this same underworld at 
bargain rates. 

In a later article I will tell more 
of how the underworld was taken 
over by a set of axis powers, long 
before a similar threat by gangster 
nations created the present men- 
ace of Europe. My point now is 


that wherever the underworld has 
its hooks into a community, wher- 
ever there are men like Dutch 
Schultz, there also you will find 
politicians like Jimmy Hines, and 
lawyers such as I was.
